I Mrs. 6ARAKT vas questioned concerning this “letter and bin of sale, 
it being noted that she previously stated that she had no recollection ccn-l 
cemiiig them. She again advised that she had no J-i^ovledge of the circumstances 
surrounding them, adding that they apparently do not make sense. She stated 
that the 65 Morton Street apartment was fvirniEhed at the time of her marriage 
and that to the best of her recollection, the only article of furniture added 
while she resided in the apartment vas an upholstered chair, which she believes 
was given her by her grandmother, Mrs. LOUI^^RAKDT. She stated that her 
husband never mentioned that subject had any interest in this furniture. She 
thought of the possibility that subject had loaned the furniture to her husband 
prior to her marriage and before she ever met ALFBED SARAUT, . but then added . 
that this would not be a suitable explanation in view of the remark in subject's 
letter, "Of course thanks for the use of them, that's why you got them so 
cheaply," which would imply that subject had had the use of the furniture. She 
stated that this could not be so since all of the furniture in the apartment 
was shipped to Ithaca with the exception of a box spring to a bed and possibly 
a lamp. . 

In reviewing the items listed in the bill of sale, Mrs. SARAHT stated 
that, with the exception of the tea cart, there was furniture in the apsirtment 
which Vould fit the description- of the furniture listed in the bill- of . sale ,*5 and ^ 
that such furniture is still In her possession. ' 

Mrs. SARAKT vas questioned concerning the identity of the moving 
company which transported their furniture and household goods from Hew York City 
to Ithaca. She stated that she could not remember the name of the firm, hut 
that it could possibly have been Dean of Ithaca. Mrs. SARA B. BUCK, treasurer 
of this company, advised that her records reflect that Baan of Ithaca assisted 
on three occasions in transporting furniture and household goods for ALFRED 
SARANT and LOUISE SARANT from New York City to Ithaca, and , that .-.all shipping, 
storage, and other costs were paid by Mrs. LOUIS BRABDT, at her request. 

Complete details are available concerning the first shipment only, which vas 
transported by Crispell Brothers Trucking Company, a local firm. This ship- ■ 
ment vas picked up at the residence of Mrs. LOUIS BMNDT, I230 Park Avenue, 
and consisted of miscellaneous furniture and furnishings. It vas placed in 
storage in Ithaca, being removed by June 2 H, 19 ^ 9 • other two shipments 

were made by Weeks Storage Company of Rockville Center, Long Island, pick ups 
being made on July 12, 19k8 and May I9, 19^9* The definite points of origin 
are not listed. Both of these shipments were also placed in storage until 
June 2 hf 19 k 9 J Mrs, BUCK stated that she presumes that these shipments 
originated on Long Island, hut that there is no definite indication of this. 

During the search of the SARAHT residence, several hundred cancelled 
checks and statements of the First Rational Bank of Ithaca were located, 
examimtion of this material reflects no transactions with WILLIAM PERL; 
ever, bone of these checks are dated prior to 19^8.

Mr. MbNCKB also advised the Baltimore Office in August, 1950 
that DONALD JOSEPH MONTGOHBiiY resigned from his position 
with the Ballistics Research Laboratory at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, effective July 30, 1950.

In 'rortnec tion with this party COOK stated there were approxi- 
mately lij persors present at MOOTGOriJiRY' S home that evening 
and with the exception of the CoOKSj all were NACA employees. 

He stated that he does not recall being formally introduced 
to anyone and it was his recollection that tne introductions 
were informal, CuuK stated that the entire group, with the 
exception of he and his wife, were pro-Russian, as the evening 
was spent in discussing Communist matters end playing recoras,

ARTHUR COOK further stated that he believed Miss SCKLOSS' 
father was trie general manager of a big foundry in Cleveland. 

Since Mr. and Mrs. COOK have identified a photograph of V.'ILLIAM

social affair at the home of BETTY and DOijA.LD MORTG-Ol-'iERY, it 
is felt that this matter should be fully explored. In addition 
to interviewing DOAaLI) MOKTGOniiiRY the Bureau is requested to 
grant authority to the Cincinnati Office to interview BETTY 
MONTGOi'lERY to ascertain whether she knows MTLLIAH PERL, whether 
he was present at the MOHGTOHERY'S party in Cleveland in April, 
19i|5 and whether the facts concerning this party, as reported 
by the COOKS, are true.

SAMUEL PARL has in his possession 
a personal diary. Reportedly it disclosed that Sj»I 4UEL’ PERL had a furlough 
from July 22 to August 4, 1944. He spent this furlough with his parents in 
New fork City. V/hen he was transferred on September 9, 1944 from Camp 
Breckenridge to Ft. Leonard V/ood, he did not get a furlough. He recalled 
getting only one furlough while at Camp Breckenridge, He related that he 
could not afford to take another furlough when he was transferred on 
September 9, 1944. He spent the time from September 4, 1944 to September 14, 
1944 around the camp and at Rvans-ville, Indiana, 

Insofar as recalling meeting MAX and HELENS^ITCHER, ' as well 
as ELITCHER'a sister-in-law, RUTH.>^JjSCHER and having dinner with them 
at the Bird in Hand Restaurant, New York City during the early part of 
September, 1944, .he stated that this could not have been possible in view 
of the above facts.

According to PINKEL, PERL had no access to Atomic Energy 
emission material, and it was pointed out by PINKEL that if anyone had 
^ven pm the lexington Report or other Atomic Energy Commission restricted 
data prior to November, 1949, it would necessitate a wrongful intent on 
the part of the person so doing. PINKEL explained this by stating that 
^ior to November, 1949, no clearance had been requested for PERL and 
there would therefore be absolutely no reason to furnish PERL such data. 

He stated that after the request for clearance was made in November, 1949 

someone would have given PERL Atomic Energy Commission 
rest^ctad data with the idea that PERL was, in their opinion, reliable and 
trustworthy and that it was only a matter of days before he would get 
Atomic Energy Commission clearance, PINKEL stressed that ho knew of no 
such Instance, however, and offered the suggestion only for what it was

PINKEL further advised that ALFREI^^BOBROVIfSKY was very unpopular 
and although ho had no knowledge of .^relationship between BOBROV^SKY aid 
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PEUi, he oc3uld hardly believe they would be compatible since they were 
The only parsons with whpm PERL appeared to be 
closely acquainted imany degree were ABR)f^LVERSTEIN, Chief of 
Researchj and MUiTOjJ^LEIN , who has since resigned from NACA, 

Dr. ROBERT P* SELDEN was recontacted on May 21, 1951, ahd 
he advised it was possible that PERL and BOBRCffSKY may have associated 
infrequently although he knew of no instance of such association, 

SELDEN was asked to furnish some suggestion as to how PERL 
could have acquired a copy of the Lexington Report and he offered the 
suggestion that PEEL was very close with ABE SILVERSTEIN and that a 
copy of the report had been charged out to SILVERSTEIN for some time. 

He stated he had no direct knowledge that aryone had ever permitted 
__FERL to see the lexington Report or any other Atomic Energy Commission 
data bit stated that copies could have been left around for some time 
and PERL might have gained access to a copy in an illegal manner, 

, Mrs, EVELTfi^IPaONG, nes^JfjiSCH, 27888 Osborne Road, Bay Village, 
Ohio, advised she served as secretary .to ABE SILVERSTEIN frm 1944 to 
1950. She described PERL as a close fijiond of ABE SILVERSTEIN and the 
only othOT apparent osswiates of whoa she knew were MILTON KIEIN, 
•MADRlC^UCm, ARNOI^^^mEDMAN, and^UW^C^A^^ 

Mrs, FLSMING stated that PERL had access to secret data and 
that while she had been secretary to SILVERSTEIN she had maintained records 
of all secret data maintained in SILVERSTEIN ' s office which was released 
to scientists at NACA. Before SILVERSTEIN became Chief of Research, Mrs, 
FIEMING had no Atomic Energy Commission clearance; however, aha had access 
to SILVERSTEIN 's desk, file cabinets, and safe, but at no time did SILVER- 
STEIN maintain Atomic Energy Commission or KEPA data therein. It is her 
opinion that if SILVERSTEIN had such material in his possession, he would 
either have to carry it on his person or return it to the Administration 
Building, She noted that SILVERSTEIN constantly kept a leather briefcase 
in his possession. 

Mrs, FLMING advised she did not get Atomic Energy Commission 
olsarance until approximately two months before she left NACA in early 
1950, She advised that the Lexington Report sounds familiar but is certain 
she would recall handling It and is positive she handled nothing which 
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contained the Atcmic Energy Conmission restricted data classification. 

She also advised that SILVERSTEIN was particularly careful 
as to Atomic Energy Commission data as everyone at NACA wasj all vrere 
deeply aware of the Atcmic Energy Act of 1946, 

Hiss AlMiOTLDY, Secretary to Dr. J, C, EW/JiD, Chief, Super- 
sonic Propulsion Division, advised she had taJcen over the records maintained 
by liirs, EVELYN FIEMING when Dr, EWARD assumed his present position at the 
time SILVERSTEIN became Chief of Research. Prior to that she had 
worked in the sane office with Mrs, FLEMING as secretary to Dr, EWARD 
and in Mrs, FLEMING’S absence as secretary to ABE SILVERSTEIN. Miss 
WILDY advised she knew of no instance wherein PERL would have had access 
to the Atomic Energy material although she pointed out she, herself, had 
.no access to such material. She stated that at no time did Mr, SILVERSTEIN 
maintain Atomic Energy material in his safe to her knowledge. 

She did recall, however, that in March, 194B, while ABB SILVSi- 
■ STEIN was on annual leave in Florida, EVELYN FLEMING required access to 
SILVERSTEIN 's safe, Hovrever, Mrs. FLEMING had either forgotten or had 
not had the combination to this safe and was forced to viire SILVERSTEIN 
in Florida for the combination, SILVERSTEIN advised Mrs, FLEMING of the 
combination by return wire and this wire was then placed in the Mail and 
Files Section of the Lewis Flight Propulsion Laboratory, It was Miss 
WILDY's opinion that only she, Mrs. FIEMCNG, ABE SILVERSTEIN, and one 
other parson who had assisted Mrs. FLEMING in opening the safe were aware 
of this telegram vdth the exception of the clerk who filed it in the Mail 
and Files Section, She pointed out that PERL was then on leave without 
pay at Columbia University and would have no knowledge of this incident. 

However, in May or June, 1949 , Mrs, FLEMING went on a six-weeks 
leave and Hiss "WIIDY during the course of her daily work required access 
to SIINERSTEIN’ s safe. She asked Mr. SILVERSTEIN for the combination but 
at 'that time he did not have it with him. She recalled the telegram and 
was able to secure it ftom the Mail and Files Section, After opening 
the safe she advised she realized that this telegram presented a security 
problem and she instructed the Mail and Files Section to destroy it and 
later explained to Mrs, FLEMING what she had done. The combination to 
this safe remained the same until 1950 vAien it was changed while Miss 
WIIDY was on leave sometime betwean^Juna 3 and July 10, 
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Miss WILDY advised she furnished the above information soley 
because^. of its peculiarity and stated there was never any indication that 
PERL had opened this safe himself or had any knowledge of the combination 
thereto. She stated that during the dsy the safe was closed but was left 
on day look which would necessitate a mere twist of the dial to open it. 


Miss "WIIDY advised that the only people with whom she had seen

Mias TilfILDY also furnished a list of secret documents which 
had bean charged out to PERL as is reflected by her records. This list 
is set forth tramediataly hereinafter.

He described 
this association as having meals together ani occasionally holding dances 
and other "mild forms of entertainment," He pointed out that PERL was 
not particularly socially inclined and was more interested in pursuing 
his studies of physics and related problems. However, on occasion 
T.'iRSHATfSKY visited PERL at his room in Hampton, Virginia, where both 
listened to records. 


WARSHAWSKY pointed out that he was transferred to Cleveland in 
1942 and PERL came to Cleveland in late 1943, Their association at 
Cls.velsnd has been very llmitod and in general restricted to luncheon 
meetings at the N/JDA cafeteria. He pointed out that PERL usually had 
luncheon with MILTON KLEIN and that he would join them quite often although 
there was never any pre-arranged plan to their luncheon meetings, Ha also 
recalled that ALFRED BOBROffSKY was a late eater and perhaps on occasion 
did have luncheon with them although he could recall no specific instance. 
He also'reoalled that on occasion PERL had luncheon with a young girl idici:. 
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he beHeved was employed in the 8* x 6' SSWT, He was unable to recall 
this gjrl’s name but advised he was certain that PERL's relationship 
■with this girl was merely a casual, workingtime acquaintance, 

WilRSHAWSKY advised PERL had access to secret data but not to 
Atomic Energy Coimission data, WARSHJ&VBKI himself has had Atomic’ Energy 
clear anco since June 6, 1948, but he pointed out that in all that time 
he has read only three Atomic Energy Commission documents , and these 
documents referred to instruments. He explained that he had clearance 
only for the purpose of being able to discuss problems with scientists 
■who desired to purchase or have made nev; instruments necessary in their 
work in Atomic Energy matters. It was his capacity to approve or dis- 
aj^rove the purchase of such instruments, 

W^'JISHAWSKY advised he had not heard of the Lexington Report 
and it was his opinion that no one with Atomic Energy Commission clearance 
■would furnish FEEL Atomic Energy Commission restricted data unless the 
person did so maliciously, Hq <iidi point out, however, that PERL's 
reputation as a mathematician was considerable and that it may well have 
been that someone working on the nuclear propulsion of aircraft problems 
could ha^ve requested PEEL 'bo do some theoretical analysis. He felt, 
howe'ver, that the problem could be given to PERL ■vvithaut disclosure of 
any restricted da'ta, since such an analysis would of necessity involve 
only pure mathematics and/or physics, 

TfARSRiiWSKY pointed out that ho and BOBROTSKY had disagreed 
violently on many occasions while BOBROITSKY was working on shielding 
problems for the NEPA project but that despite this he felt it was not 
likely that BOBROWSKY would have furnished PERL any restricted data. 

He noted that PERL was transferred to the Materials and S'taresses 
Building in la'fce 1949 and that while in that building he was engaged in a 
c<»ic©ntra'fced study of the physios of solids preparatory to becoming 
involved in the nuclear field. He stated it would be possible that PERL 
may have required some restricted data in adequa^tely covering this field 
but he could see no reason for PERL ha^ving access to Atoniic Energy Com- 
mission restricted data, 

WARSHAWSKY advised that while he and PERL wore employed at 
Langley Field, he^ WARSH/kVfSKY, usad_ to^ visit Now York at least once a 
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year and definitely recalled being in New York City on Decanber 7, 1941, 

He adT^ed, hcwever, that he was certain he had never made a trip to New 
York with PERL, nor does he ever recall seeing PERL while visiting New 
York City, W:i^HAWSKY also advised he was a member of the CCNY alumni 
cliib at NACA, Cleveland, and he is certain that PERL has never participated 
in the activities of this club. 

During the course of the interview, WARSHAWSKY advised he had 
never been a member of the CoMiunist Party nor any organization declared 
subversive by the Attorney General or House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, He stated he recalled a great deal of talk concerning anti- 
Fascist organizations during the Spanish Civil War tut was certain he had 
never attended any of their meetings nor had he ever contributed funds to 
these organizations#

The following persons were interviewed by the writer and 
SA FEIEDERICK L. EOTARDS* In each instance a copy of the Lexington 
Report had been charged out to the person named, 

■STARHEIJ H. IXJ WD tE RMI IJCj Heat Transfer Section, Materials and 
Stresses Building, NACA, Cleveland, advised that during the summer of 
1948 he worked on steam cycle principles and experimentation in heat 
transfer under LEROY ?, HUMBIE, He noted that any material he charged 
out of the library or from Dr. ROBERT SELDEN was kept in the section 
safe, which was actually the Division Chief’s safe, and was not main-'''^^"^ 
tained by him personally. It was his opinion that any of the cleared 
personnel could have had access to the Lexington Report but he believed 
the security was fairly good during 1948 and non-clcared personnel would 
have had great difficulty in gaining access to any Atomic Energy Com- 
mission restricted data, LOPffiBRMIDC advised he did not know wt t.ttam 
PERL and had no contact with him officially or socially, 

ROBERT ¥, HALL, Radiation Laboratory, Materials and Stresses 
Building, NACA, advised he did not know PERL personally and had no 
professional contact with him* HAIL advised that he probably read 
parts of the Lexington Report but did not specifically recall securing 
a copy of It from the library. He stated that if ho did get a copy 
it was in the capacity of ’’errand boy” and that all such data were • - 

maintained in the Section Chief’s safe (at that time LEROY V, HUMBLE), 

TIBOR F, NAC2T, Heat Transfer Section, Materials and Stresses 
Building, NACA, advised he did not know PERL and had no professional or 
social contact with him, NAGEY stated that ho secured a copy of the 
supplementary Chapter III of the Lexington Report for review and that 
it was maintained in a safe nightly, as far as he knew, under LEROY 
HUMBLE 's supervision, '' 

ROBERT B, SPOOI'IER, Editorial Office, Materials and Stresses 
Building, NACA, advised ho did not know PERL socially but had professional 
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contact with him on one or two occasions during the early part of 
SPOONER point od out that he came to NACA in February, 1949, 
and received Atomic iinargy ComniissiOn clearance shortly thereafter* 

He advised that any material charged out by him was maintained in the 
section safe vriiich was under the control of LSROY V, HU1I3IZ, Section 
Chief* He pointed out that until approximately December, 1949, -the 
section w?8, located in the Fuels and lubricants Building and PERL, 
he believed, worked in the 8’ x 6’ supersonic wind tunnel. It is his 
recollection that all Atomic Energy Commission data were kept in a 
safe and were used only by those scientists who had Atomic Energy 
Commission clearance, 

lEROY V, HUMBLE, Section Qiief, Heat Transfer Section, 
advised he did not know PERL socially or professionally and was very 
doubtful if any of the men who worked for him had known PERL since 
most of them were young scientists and were not on a poliq^ level 
such as PERL, He advised that all material which was classified was 
maintained in a safe in the Division Chief's office* During 1948 the 
Heat Transfer Section was located in the Fuels and Lubricants Building 
under HUMBLE 's supervision and he in turn was subordinate to EUGENE J, 
MANGANIELID, who was than Division Chief of Fuels and lubricants* He 
pointed out that he, himself, had no safe and had stored all classified 
material in MANGiiNIELID's safe* He said that there was no close watch 
over material taken from the safe and that as a matter of practice the 
care of such material was left up to the individual who had charged it 
out, HUMBLE stressed he did not know PERL at all and probably would 
not be able to pick him out of a crowd. 

Dr, X»HN COLLINS, JR., Assistant Chief of Research, NXA, 
advised ha was not acquainted vri.th PERI socially and had had only 
limited professional contact with him* ife pointed out that he was 
a division chief handling a separate division from that of ABE SILVM- 
STEIN, under whom PiRL had worked. He advised that the only close 
friends he knew PERI to have were SILTERSTEIN and possibly MILTON 
KLEIN. 


COLLINS advised that he had charged out a copy of the 
laxington Report for his use in preparing the NACA program in the 
field of nuclear energy at the direction of Dr, EDWARD SHARP. He 
advised that the only other scientists idiom he recalls as having access

to this particular copy were ALFRED B»^(^BROWSKY and BURT ROSENBAUM, 

He coild furnish no idea as to how PERL would be able to 
secure a copy of this report unless it had been loaned to him by 
another scientist. He also stated that this was not likely since 
everyone was extremely careful in the handling of this report due to 
its highly secret nature.

Reference is made to paragraph one, page two, of Bureau 
letter dated May 19, 1951, concerning information furnished by Mr. 
ROBERT BELL in regard to the Lexington Report, Referenced latter 
indicates copy 87 -A and copy 88-A of the lexington Report were, 
according to NACA records, ohar.gQd cut to ABE SILVERSIEIN during 
the same period. 

From a review of actual detailed charge-out records furnished 
by Miss IREIB3 U, KIVES, it is noted that copy 87 -A was charged out to 
L/OTRENCB 0, BROCKWAT in October, 1948, exact date unknovm, recharged to 
ABE SIIVERSTEIN on November 2, 1948, and subsequently recharged to 
/JJRED BOBROWSKY during November, 1948, exact date unkno’/m. It was 
pointed out that copy SS-A was not charged out to SILVERSTSTN until' 
November 29, 1948, and in all probability both copies were not in 
SILVERBTEIN* s possession at the same time.

t-1 Of unknown reliability has stated that jailU^^SENBERQ in 
discussing PERL's activity advised that PERL had furnished him with much 
valuable Information, Inoludtng the plans for. the use of nuclear fission 
to propel airplanes. ROSENEBRQ described PERL as a fariUiant man in tbe 
field of asrotynamioa and stated that some of the material furnished to 
him by PERL was "tarrifio." 
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DAVID GREEKGLASS, confossod Soviet agent, testified in the 
recent ..espionage case of the United States vs. JULIUS ROSENBERG, et al, 
that sometime during 1948 JUUUS ROSENBERG told him that he, ROSENBEIG, 
had the mathematics on the problem of atomic energy for airplanes , 

■which problem had just been completed by the scientists. Subsequently 
GfflEENGLASS advised that this statement ■was probably made to him by 
HOSENBIRG in September or October, 1948, but there was a possibility 
the information may have bean received in the spring of 1948. 

The Atomic Energy Commission advised that it -would be likely’- 
ROSENBERG referred to a project known as "The Lexington Project" which 
was in operation during the suiroer of 1948 and issued a report in the 
fall of 1946 entitled "The Lexington Report," which was a detailed study 
of the feasibility of de-valoping a nuclear powered aircraft, 

BEN PINKSL, Chief, Materials and Thermodynamics Division, has 
advised that he knew of no social acquaintance of PERL and regarded him 
as somewhat "stand-offish," He described PERL as one vriio appeared to be 
a "true scientist" whose one aim In life was the da'weloptnent and expansion 
of pure science. He recalled on several occasions that PERL had been 
invited to -visit the homes of fellow employees but that PERL had in each 
instance refused. 

According to PINKEL, PERL had no access -to Atomic Energy 
emission material, and it was pointed out by PINKEL that if ai^one had 
given PERL the lexington Report or other Atomic Energy Commission restricted 
data prior to November, 1949, it would necessitate a wrongful intent on 
the part of the person so doing, PINKEL explained this by stating that 
prior to November, 1949, no clearance had been requested for PERL and 
there would therefore be absolutely no reason to furnish PERL such data. 

He stated that after the request for clearance was made in November, 1949, 
it oould well be that someone would have given PERL Atomic Energy Commission 
restricted da-ta with the idea that PERL was, in their opinion, reliable and 
-trustworthy and that it was only a matter of days before he would get 
Atomic Energy Commission clearance. PINKEL stressed that he knew of no 
such instance, however, and offered the suggestion only for what it was 
worth. 


_ PINKEL further ad -vised that ALFRED BOBROtTSKr was very unpopular 
and although ho had' no knowledge of any jrelationship between BOBRCWSKY ard 
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PERL, ho could hardly baliev6 they would be compatible since they were 
direct opposites. The only parsons with whom PERL appeared to be 
closely acquainted In any degree were ABE SILVERSTEIN, Chief of 
Research, and MILTON KLEIN, who has since resigned from NACA. 

Dr. ROBEPtT F« SELDEN was recontacted on May 21, 19^1, ahd 
he advised it was possible that PERL and BOBROTSKY may have associated 
infrequently although he knew of no instance of such association. 

SELDEN was asked to furnish some suggestion as to how PERL 
could haw acquired a copy of the Lexington Report and ho offered the 
suggestion that PERL was very close with ABE SILVERSTEIN and that a 
copy of the report had been charged out to SILVERSTEIN for some time. 
Instated he had no direct knowledge that ai^one haid ever permitted 
_ PERL to see the Ifixington Report or any other Atomic Energy Commission 
data tut stated that copies could have been left around for soma time 
and PERL might have gained access to a copy in an illegal manner, 

Mrs, EVELYN FIEMING, nee L/iSCH, 27888 Osborne Road, Bay Village, 
Ohio, advised she served as secretary to ABE SILVERSTEIN from 1944 to 
1950, She described PERL as a close ft-iond of ABE SILVERSTEIN and the 
only other apparent associates of whom she knew were IULTON KIEIN, 

MAURICE TUCKER, /RNOLD FRIElJiiAN, and LAVffiEI^CE MARCUS. 

Mrs. FLEMING stated that PHIL had access to secret data and 
that while she had been secretary to SILVERSTEIN she had maintained records 
of all secret data maintained in SILVERSTEIN' s office which was released 
to scientists at NACA. Before SILVERSTEIN became Chief of Research, Mrs. 
FIEMING had no Atomic Energy Commission clearance; however, she had access 
to SILVERSTEIN ' s desk, file cabinets, and safe, but at no time did SILVER- 
STEIN maintain Atomic Energy Commission or NEPA data therein. It is her 
opinion that if SILVERSTEIN had such material in his possession, ha would 
either have to carry it on his person or return it to the /.dministration 
BuildiJvg. She noted that SILTERSTEIN constantly kept a leather briefcase 
in his possession. 

Mrs, FLEMING advised she did not get Atomic Energy Commission 
clearance until approximately tv/o months before she left NACA in early 
1950. She advised that the Lexington Report sounds familiar but is certain 
she would recall handling it and is positive she handled nothing which 
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contained the Atomic Energy Coninission restricted data classification* 

She also advised that SILVER3TEIN was particularly careful 
as to Atomic Energy Commission data as eveiryone at NACA wasj all were 
deeply aware of the Atomic Energy Act of 1946, 

Miss AIMAWI1J3Y, Secretary;to Dr, J. C, EW/JU), Chief, Super- 
sonic Pr opu lsion Division, advised she had taken over the records maintained 
by Mrs. EVELYN FLEMING when Dr, EWARD assumed his present position at the 
time i3E SILVERSTEIN became Chief of Research. Prior to that she had 
worked in the same office with Mrs, FLEMING as secretary to Dr. EWARD 
and in Mrs. FLEMING'S absence as secratary to ABE SILVERSTEIN. Miss 
iniDY advised she knew of no instance wherein PERL would have had access 
to the Atomic Energy material although she pointed out she, herself, had 
.no access to such material. She stated that at no time did Mr. SILVERSTEIN 
maintain Atomic Energy material in his safe to her knov/ledge. 

She did recall, hcwever, that in March, 1948, while ABE SILViR- 
STEIN was on annual leave in Florida, EVELYN FLEMING required access to 
SILVEElSTEIN's safe. Hovrever, Mrs. FLEMING had either forgotten or had 
not had the ccmbination to this safe and was forced to wire SILVERSTEIN 
in Florida for the combination. SII^ERSTEIN advised Mrs. FLEMING of the 
combination by return wire and this wire was then placed in the Mail and 
Files Section of the Lewis Flight Propulsion Laboratory, It was Miss 
VfILDY's opinion that only she, Mrs. FIEMING, ABE SILVERSTEIN, and one 
other person who had assisted Mrs, FLEMING in opening the safe were aware 
of this telegram with the exception of the clerk who filed it in the Mail 
and Files Section, She pointed out that PERL was then on leave without 
pay at Columbia University and would have no knowledge of this Incident, 

However, in May or June, 1949, Mrs, FLEMING went on a six^^eeks 
leave and Miss WILDY during the course of her daily work required access 
to SIIVERSTEIN's safe. She asked Mr, SILVERSTEIN for the combination but 
at. that time he did not have it vdth him. She recalled the telegram and 
was able to secure it from the Mail and Files Section, After opening 
the safe she advised she realized that this telegram presented a security 
problem and she instructed the Mail and Files Section to destroy it and 
later explained to Mrs. FIJMING what she had done. The combination to 
this safe remained the same until 19^0 when it was changed while Mi as 
THIDY "flas on leave sometime between June 3 and July 10, 
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Miss WIIDY advised she furnished the above information soley 
because of its peculiarity and stated there was never any indication that 
PERL had opened this safe himself or had any knowledge of the combination 
thereto* She stated that during the day the safe was closed but was left 
on day lock which would necessitate a mere twist of the dial to open it. 

Miss TEIDY advised that the ondy people with whom she had seen 
PERL were HAROLD SHAMES, who is now in private business in Nev^ York, ABE 
SILVHiSTEIN, and possibly MAURICE TUCKER. 

Miss WIIDY also furnished a list of secret documents which 
had been charged out to PERL as is reflected by her records. This list 
is set forth immediately hereinafter.

ISIDORE WARSH/.TTSKY, Instrument Service Section, advised ho has 
known PERL since 1939 when PERL first became employed by NACA at langley 
Field. According to WARSHAWSKY, PEEL, who then lived in a home 

owned by the Chief of Police of Hampton, Virginia, SIDNEY HARMON, LATI?RENCE 
M/JICUS and his wifejCEUA EPSTEIN, and other persons whom he described as 
the "young, single, New York and Chicago Jewish people," associated to 
some extent at langley Field daring the period 1939-1942. He described 
this association as having meals together and occasionally holding dances 
and other "mild forms of entertainment," He pointed out that PERL was 
not particularly socially inclined and was more interested in pursuing 
his studies of physics and related problems. However, on occasion 
WAEISHAWSKY visited PEIRL at his room in Hampton, Virginia, where both 
listened to records, 

WARSHAWSKY pointed out that he was transferred to Cleveland in 
1942 and PERL came to Cleveland in late 1943, Their association at 
Cleveland has been very llmitod and in general restricted to luncheon 
meetings at the N/JIA cafeteria. He pointed out that PERL usually had 
luncheon vfith MILTON KLEIN and that he would Join them quite often although 
there waa never any pre-arranged plan to their luncheon meetings, Hs also 
recalled that ALFRED BOBROWSKY was a late eater and perhaps on occasion 
did have luncheon with them although he could recall no specific instance; 
He also" recalled that on occasion PERL had luncheon with a young girl whcm 
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he believed was employed in the 8» x 6‘ SSWT, He was unable to recall 
name but advised he was certain that FERL's relationship 
with this girl was merely a casual^ workingtime acquaintance* 

TfilRSHAWSKY advised PERL had access to secret data but not to 
atomic Energy Coimiission data* WAR^AWSKY himself has had Atomic Energy 
clear anco since June 8, 1948, but he pointed out that in all that time 
he has read only three Atomic Energy Commission documents , and these 
documents referred to instruments. He explained that he had clearance 
only for the purpose of being able to discuss problems with scientists 
who desired to purchase or have made new instruments necessary in their 
wca*k in Atomic Energy matters* It was his capacity to approve or dis- 
approve the purchase of such instruments, 

WiiRSH/.WSKY advised he had not heard of the Lexingtoii Report 
and it was his opinion that no one with Atomic Energy Commission clearance 
would furnish PERL Atomic Energy Commission restricted data unless tte 
parson did so maliciously, He did point out, however, that PERL's 
reputation as a mathematician was considerable and that it may well have 
been that someone working on the nuclear propulsion of aircraft problems 
could have requested PERL to do some theoretical analysis* He felt, 
however, that the pjroblam could be given to PERL without disclosure of 
any restricted data, since such an analysis would of necessity involve 
only pure mathematics and/or physics* 

VTARSHAWSKr pointed out that he and BOBROTSKY had disagreed 
violently on many occasions while BOBWTi^KY was working on shielding 
problems for the NEPA project but that despite this he felt it was not 
likely that BOBRdTSKY would have furnished PERL any restricted data* 

He noted that PERL was transferred to the Materials and Stresses 
Bualding In late 1949 and that while in that building he was engaged in a 
concentrated study of the physics of solids preparatory to becoming 
involved in the nuclear field. He stated it would be possible that PERL 
may have required some restricted data in adequately covering this field 
but he could see no reason for PERL having access to Atomic Energy Com- 
mission restricted data, 

WARSHAlfifSKY advised that while he and PERL were employed at 
Langley Field, he^ WARSH^iV/SKY, used to visit New York at least once a 
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year and definitely recalled being in New York City on Decanber 7, 1941, 

He advise d> however, that ha was certain he had never made a trip to New 
York with PERL, nor does ha aver recall seeing PERL while visiting New 
York City, WiJlSHiiWSKY also advised ha was a member of the CCNY alum ni 
clnb at KACA, Cleveland, and he is certain that PERL has never participated 
in the activities of this club. 

During the course of the interview, WARSHAWSKY advised he had 
never been a member of the Communist Party nor any organization declared 
subversive by tha Attorney Genoral or House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, He stated he recalled a great deal of talk concerning anti- 
Fascist organizations diiring the Spanish Civil War but was certain he had 
never attended any of their meetings nor had he ever contributed funds to 
these organizations.

The following parsons ytsre Interviewed by the writer and 
SA FREDERICK L, EDIVAHDS. In each instance a copy of the Lexington 
Report had been charged out to the person named, 

WARREfJ H, KJWDERMIIK, Heat Transfer Section, Materials and 
Stresses Building, NACA, Cleveland, advised that during the sunmer of 
1948 he worked on steam cycle principles and experimentation in heat 
transfer under LEROY V, JIIM31E, He noted that any material he charged 
out of the library or from Dr, ROBERT 3ELDEN was kept in the section 
safe, which was actually the Division Chief’s safe, and was not main- 
tained by him personally. It was his opinion that any of the cleared 
personnel could have had access to the Lexington Report but he believed 
the security was fairly good diring 1946 and non-cloared personnel would 
have had great difficulty in gaining access to any Atomic Energy Com- 
mission restricted data, LOT/DERMILK advised he did not know 'WILLIAM 
PERL and had no contact with him officially or socially* 

ROBERT ¥, HAIL, Radiation Laboratory, Materials and Stresses 
Building, NACA, advised he did not know PERL personally and had no 
professional contact with him, HALL advised that he probably read 
parts of the lexington Report but did not specifically recall securing 
a copy of it from the library. He stated that if ho did get a copy 
it was in the capacity of "errand boy" and that all such data were 
maintained in the Section Chief’s safe (at that time lEROY V, HUMBIE). 

TIBOR F, NAGEY, Heat Transfer Section, Materials and Stresses 
Building, NACA, advised he did not know PERL and had no professional or 
social contact with him. NAGEY stated that he secured a copy of the 
supplementary Chapter III of the Lexington Report for review and that 
it was maintained in a safe nightly, as far as he knew, under LEROY 
HUMBIE’ s supervision, 

ROBERT B, SPOONER, Editorial Office, Materials and Stresses 
Building, NACA, advised he did not know PERL socially but had professional 
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contact with him on one or two occasions during the early part of 
19^0, SPOONER pointed out that he came to NACA in February, 1949, 
and received Atomic Energy Commission clearance shortly thereafter. 

He advised that any material charged out by him was maintained in the 
section safe which was under the control of LEROY V, HUMBLE, Section 
Chief, He pointed out that until approximately December, 1949, ‘the 
section w®#. located in the Fuels and lubricants Building and PERL, 
he believed, worked in the 8* x 6* supersonic wind tunnel. It is his 
recollection that all Atomic Energy Canmission data were kept in a 
safe and were used only by those scientists who had Atomic Energy 
Commission clearance, 

LEROY V, HUMBLE, Section Chief, Heat Transfer Section, 
advised he did not know PERL socially or professionally and was very 
doubtful if ary of the men vdio worked for him had known PERL since 
most of them were young scientists and were not on a policy level 
such as PERL, He advised that all material which was classified was 
maintained in a safe in the Division Chief’s office. During 1948 the 
Heat Transfer Section was located in the Fuels and lubricants Building 
under HUMBLE' s supervision and he in turn was subordinate to EUGENE J, 
MANGANIELLO, who was then Division Chief of Fuels and Lubricants, He 
pointed out that he, himself, had no safe and had stored all classified 
material in MANGiiNIELLO' s safe. He said that there was no close watch 
over material taken from the safe and that as a matter of practice the 
care of such material was left up to the individual who had charged it 
out, HUMBLE stressed he did not know PERL at all and probably would 
not be able to pick him out of a crowd. 

Dr. JOHN COLL'CNS, JR. , Assistant Chief of Research, NACA, 
advised he was not acquainted vrith PERL socially and had had only 
limited professional contact with him. He pointed out that he was 
a division chief handling a separate division from that of ABE SILVER- 
STEIN, under whom PERL had worked. He advised that the only close 
friends he knew PERL to have were SILVERSTEIN and possibly MI ETON 
KLEIN. 


COLLENS advised that he had charged out a copy of the 
Lexington Report for his use in preparing the NACA program in the 
field of nuclear energy at the direction of Dr, EDWARD SHARP. He 
adviSbd that the only other scientists whom he recalls as having access 
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to this particular copy ware ALFRED B. BOBROTSKI and BURT ROSENBAUM. 

He cculd furnish no idea as to how PERL would be able to 
secure a copy of this report unless it had been loaned to him by 
another scientist. He also stated that this was not lilraly since 
©■vexyone was extremely careful in tho handling of this report due to 
its highly secret nature.

according to NACA records, charged out to ABE SILVERSTEIN during 
the same period* 

From a review of actual detailed charge-out records furnished 
by Miss IRENE M* KIVES, it is noted that copy 87 -A was charged out to 
LfiWRENCE 0, BROCKWAT in October, 1948, exact date unknovm, recharged to 
ABE SIIN'ERSTEIN on November 2, 1948, and subsequently recharged to 
AURED BOBROWSKY during November, 1948, exact date unknovm* It was 
pointed out that copy 88-A was not charged out to SILVERSTEIN until 
November 29, 1946, and in all probability both copies viere not in 
SILVERSTEIN* s possession at the same time*
